ABANDONING RAILROAD MILEAGE 
According to C. D. Morris, of the Western Rail- 


lines. 
Bu t a very large p art of it resu lted not 
from that, bu t from the bu rning need of the rail­ 
roads to p are op erating exp enses—to comp ensate 
for bu siness lost to other carriers. And the re­ 
su lt, as Mr. Morris say s, is that a large nu mber 
of commu nities have been dep rived of transp or­ 
tation service, that thou sands of railroad men 
have lost their jobs, and that the tax revenu es 
received by governmental u nits have been p er­ 
manently redu ced, necessitating higher taxes on 
other p rop erty .

ordinated federal regu lation of all forms of trans­ 
p ort, and the Pettengill bill, to rep eal certain in­ 
equ itable and ou tmoded sections of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Act. Neither of these bills wou ld 
give the railroads a monop oly — they wou ld 
simp ly p lace all forms of transp ort on an equ al 
basis. They are vitally needed.
